Due to this appetite for nonsense, inherent 
in mankind, the professional fool has enjoyed 


miserable object of contempt and ridicule, as 
one would naturally believe, he has played the 
role of official “funny bone tickler” for the 
world since the days of the buffoon of Roman 
drama, the tragedies of which were rendered 
the starker by contrast. 

The court jester with his grotesquely lined 
face, pointed cap, and dangling bells, en- 
livened the Courts of Europe for many cen 
turies. That these comic figures frequently 


with their drollery is evidenced by the fact 


them have been preserved in the state records. 

Thus, the fool was the product of art quite 
as frequently as he was an accident of nature 
Not only did every Court have its focl, but 
there was considerable dignity attached to 
that office. While philcsophers and high of-

Muckle John, Fool of Charles I is said tc 
be the last official royal focl cf England. ; 
Other famous fools in the European Courts 
were Ptaff Cappadox, fool cf Rudelph of 
Hapsburg, and Kunz ven de Resen of Maxi- 
millian I. 

But perhaps, more than anywhere else, the 
fool has won his right te immortality in the 
bright pattern which his mad antics have 
splashed across the pages cf literary history. 

Harlequin, Pierrot, Punchinello and scores 
cf ether similarly belc ved characters wil! live 
on when protagonists cf a deeper dye will 
have faded frem memory : 

It remained for Shakespeare to raise the 
status of the fool to one approaching some 
semblance of refinement. Although Shakes 
peare s fcols are undoubtedly the very ccn 
summation of clownage, they are human beings | 
rather than the coarse louts formerly as- 
sociated with that term. 

Touchstene, most famous of all fools, 
posesses a queer strain cf philosophy which 
| might almost admit him to the ranks of the 
intellectuals, while Lears fool and Bottom 
are definitely of a different stamp than the 
former brand. 

Although the glery of the fool waned with 
the close of the Elizabethan era, dear to the 
| hearts of the humor-loving portion of the 
race are those yet-remaining symbols of wit 
and fun, as the matchless Punch who never 
fails te tease a smile from his admirers, 

In modern literature the ingenious hap 
hazardness of Micawber and the shambling 
figure of Ichabod Crane loom as new crea 
tions based on the old pretotype, and ante 
date the present grotesque figures in the 
comic strip, whose fanciful capers are awaited 
daily by the public at large. 

Taking the place of the ancient buffcon is 
the modern clown of circus and rodeo, and | 
the slapstick comedian of the screen. The 
popularity of such actors as Chaplin, Harold 
Lloyd and that incomparable, unfortunately | 
separated pair, Laurel and Hardy, can only 
be ascribed to the fact that humanity enjoys 
the predicaments of those stumbling about 
in a Comedy of Errors, more than the thick 
ening plots of melodrama, 

It is thus that a werld wide custom long 
established by popular demand annually 
gives the layman opportunity to try his hand 
at clowning, and “April Fooling’ goes its 
rounds of sending unsuspecting victims on | 
absurd errands such as the quest of a cup of 
pigeon s milk or the History of Eve's Mother,
